ABSTRACT 

A head-off golf tee comprises a tee body having a tip end and a flat 
end; and a cap having one hole in one end and one flat portion in another 
end. The flat end of the tee body can be assembled into the hole of the 
5 cap and a golf ball is placed on the flat portion of the cap for being beaten. 
In the head-off golf tee, the cap is separable and thus the lifetime is long. 
No tip surface is formed and thus no danger occurs. No stress is 
generated in beating a golf ball. The present invention can be made with 
a lower cost and can be carried conveniently. 
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
